And to ſhow you that this Figurative way of ſpeaking is an Elegance, that the 
Dr. extreamly Prides himſelf in, you ſhall have ir from one end of the Plot to the 
other, For another inftance at this very conſult in his Narative, and at Pickerings

Whilſt he ſcorns his Diſcovery ſhould be under- 
ſtood by Vulgar Capacities, and therefore like a ſecond Revelation has wrapr ir in 
Riddle and Miltery. 

Beſides the Reader is humbly defired not to w_—_ to imagine how Mr. Picker- 
ing ſhould pretenta Gun (between a Piſtol and a ine) ewice at the King, which 
one time for waiit of Prime, and another by being Charg'd with all Bullers would 
not go off, and yer not be apprehended os fo much as ſeen by any one. of all the 
Kings Attendance, and that too in ſo publick and open a place as St. Zames's Park, 
a place where there is not ſo much as a Bramble or Bryar or any one Coverr 
throughout ir enough to Shrowd a Pigmey, much leſs rwo Manſlayers; excepring 
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the Ofjers within the Canal (but thoſe are moated round and therefore inac- ' 


ceſible ) neither would I have the Reader furpris'd at Armies of Pilgrims and Le- 

jons of Black Bills, and- other Miraculous Tooles uſed in the Popiſh Service : for 
let me tell you, Time was, that is inthe firſt year of the Doctors Reign,rather then

houſe door, to have Kill'd the Soldiers, as they came out of their quarters, which I 
ſuppoſe at leaſt muſt make a fifth Army more, beſides a fixth Army of Mr. Oats's 
from France, expreſly ro have been let in upon the Kings death, but at preſenc 
forgotten by Mr. Bedlow.

Ur here let us take our leave a while of the Rebellions, Aſſaſſinations, Maſſacres, 
and Fireworks in little old Ez land, and ſee how the Poſture of Aﬀairs ſtands 
in Ireland, for the doing of which we ean have no greater Light, than from the 
Tryal of Oliver Plankzs late Titular Arch Biſhop of /reland, where indeed we find 
the whole Ir:ſp Plot {o to admiration made out, that even Infidelity ir (elf muſt 
tremble at ſuch undeniable Proofs , and unanſwerable Demonſtrations : and to the 
Confuſion of Rome, all this undoubred Truth delivered by Oracles, ſworn home by 
no leſs then the very Oaths of Members even of the Popiſh Clergy it ſelf. 
The whole ſumm of which Conſpiracy is as follows, 

Oliver Plunkert was made I rimate of Ireland, by the El:Hion of the King of France, 
and upon his El-tion he made thoſe Conditions with the Xing of France, to ruiſe Meu 
to joyn with the French to d:ſtroy the (hom g1-p Religion, the ſaid Plunket having En- 
gaced to ger Dublin, London-Derry, and all the Sea Ports into their own hands, to 
Levy War and Deſtroy the Proteſtant Religion, ( a Vaſt undertaking for a Titular Bi- 
ſhop to go thorough with) and that they ſhomld kave the King of France to protett 
them during Life ; a8 Mas Leigh (wears. Upon this Contratt we have Planker keep- 
ing touch with his promiſe, and undertaking to raiſe 65 or 70000 Iriſh to berea- 
dy to Joyn with the French,” as Duffy and Marfey the two main Witneſſes atreſt, 
the faid Planket having taxed the Ir:fb Clergy ſeveral Summs of Monev, for the 
carrving on of this War, and maintenance of this vaſt Body of Men, viz ſome of 
them 10 ſome 20 nay ſome 49.5, p annum, (a wonderful Summ for ſo Vaſt a Deſign) 
and himſelf pitct't upon Carlinsford Haven for the French's Landing. This Deſign 
it teems 2frer ſome Years colleCt.ng for, and preparation towards it, grew ſo ripe, 
that as Mr. O Neal: {wears, he heard Biſhop Terril in Auguſt 78. in the head of 40 
Horſe alizhting at Vicar General Brady's Door, give thoſe 40 odd Horſemen an Oath 
which they took, willmgly from band to hand, to forward the Plot againſt the Proteſtant 
K lition, and to mak? «nt end of them all in one hour from End to End of Ireland, 
and (aid he, I will come within two days with an Order fromthe Lord Oliver Plunker, 
und you n:d uot b: afraid, for the Lord Oliver Plunket and 7 , have ſent ſome Gold 
and A1 ncy into France to get Men, and bring them from France over Sca, and _— 

car 
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frar this will go on in one bowr throwgh all Ireland, from End to End, (Tho by his 
good leave 1 ſhould have much doubred, whether the French Men could have kept 
pace with theſe nimble 7riſþ Men ; for Landing all at Carlingford Haven, "tis much 
ro be feared, they would have made it above Two Hours work, ia running through 
all Ireland. 

This Plot was carried on fo far, that ( as Mr. Wer atteſts) it was to havetak- 
en Effet, and the Invaſion to have been made in 79. a Year after the Diſcovery 
of the Plor in Enyland, he himſelf affirming; that fince Plunkert was raken he ſaw in 
the time of Plunkets Imnwpriſoument his Commands to his underdig nitaries, not to be for« 
getful of the Montys, that were aſſeſied towards the ſapphing the French Army, and 
that there was no betty tine to bring in the French, than when he was in Priſon. 

And for ſure Work Mr. Defy atreſts, that this Invaſion was not only to be 
made by a French Army, but by a _"_ Army too, that was to land with them. T 
For Duffey heard Plunket at 4 Conſult, — Special Order for ſome of thews to 
get 4 Liſt of all the Officers that loſt their Eſtates, and that they ſhould be more for- 
wards than they to proceed in that Wicked Deſign, to deſtroy all the Proteſtants rogether, 
which was expreſly to be done by an Army, of Iriſh, Spaniſh, and French together, 
Plunker at the [ame time enconraging every one that could diſpoſe of Money to provide 
ſome for thoſe Gentlemen, that ny ſoon come over into Ireland, wiz. the French Ar- 

and Spaniſh Army together, Dutty having likewiſe, beſides the ſight of ſeveral 

ers for ro raiſe Money, ſeen a Letrer from Plankee when he hay in Jail ſigni- 
fying, that that was the only time for bringing the matter to an end, and that the 
French and Spaniſh Kings ſhould take the Advantage, that now was Offered whilſt be 
wa in Priſon. 

In byes Iriſh Plot we have a Model of State Aﬀairs extremely different from 
thoſe in the Engliſh Plor. As firſt for example, we find the French King not half 
ſo Generous in Carrying on the Catholick Cauſe in reland, as in England. In Eng- 
land he was to Lend the Conſpirators an Army grats, and help t to make a 
Conqueſt for themſelves, whilſt the Vanquiſht Crown-and Government was to have 
been diſpoſed of as Bellas, Petres and Arandel, and the reſt of the Vitorious En- 

liſb Generals thought fir. Burt in [rtland he plainly ſers up for himſelf, and poor- 
ly and mercinarily ſides with the 60 or 500000 Hriſþ Champions, to conquer and 
fſeſs their Kingdom, nay, he is ſo wretchedly ignoble , that he robs the very 
Loierle, and ſuffers rhe poor beggarly Vermin the /r:ſÞþ Clergy, that were not able 
together to buy Horle and Arms for 20 Men, not only to be taxt for the main- 
renance of their own 70000 Iriſh, bur likewiſe to ſend over Money and Gold,even 
to the Mighty King of France, towards the bringing his Army over Sea. 

Secondly, we find the /riſb not half ſo valiant, and refolved in carrying on their 
Hererick Maſſacre, as the more Heroick Engliſh Catholicks in theirs. For the En- 
gliſb (as we have read before) upon the going off of Pickerings Gun in March 77. 
were prepared for a Maſlacre, and that too when one Man was to Kill near a brace

though to the inevitable Enſlaving themſelves and their Poſterity, to ſo known a 
Tyrant as the King of France. Tae Foreſight of which Slavery was the reaſon that 
Duffy Diſcovercd the Plot, telling us be had been in 77. almoſt 4 year inFrance, 


ſeeing there how the paor People are brought in ſuch Slavery by the French, he thought of Tryal p. 79; 


it, and had rather the Drv.l ſhould reign over them thanthe Frenchman. 

Thirdly, we have here the moſt unpolitick, and moſt ſenſleſs condutt in the Spa- 
iard, that the Chronicles in all Ages can never parallel : viz. We have the King 
of Spais ( if there can be ſuch an Animal of a Monarch in Nature) at the very mo- 
menr, that he's courting the Alliance of almoſt all Chriſtendom to affiſt him againſt 
the French, having loſt fo great a part of Flanders to him, and being ſo much in 
dan gerof looſing the reft of it, is notwithſtanding Lending this very French King 
an Army to help him fubdue 7rcleand, and inlarge the Conqueſts of his moſt Potent 
and moſt Formidable Enemy. |

Lephaire, Walſh, and my Lord Bellaſis Gentleman, meeting Sir Edmond- 
bury about Fin: of the Clock, by the Kings-head-[Inn in the Strand , and pretending to 
bring bim to a place near St. Clements Church, where they would "a= him 4 great 
Company of the Principal Plotters againſt the King, and Swrprize both them and the 
Principal of their Papers, they walks on till they came at Sommerſet-houſe great Gate, 
and there made a Halt, deſiring bum to walk, in, and take a turn or two with two of 
them, till the Third went and got 4 Conſtable : here after they had took, a turn or two, two 
more Perſons came out, and ſhoved him into a Room ; and when they had him ſecare ; 
Th.y held a Piſtol to his Breaſt, threatning to ſhoot him if he made any noiſe, but if he 

ered their ExpeBtations, they would not hurt him, then acking him to ſend for the Ex- 
aminations, be had taken about thoſe that were Committed, he 101d them 'twas not in his 
Power, for he had ſent them to Whitehall ; wpon that, and his refuſing to anſwer other 
Dn:htions they ſciz.'d him, and ſtifled him with a Pillow, and ſs they thought he had been 
dead, but commyg into the Room ſome time after, they found him ſtruggling ; and then 
they ſtrangled him with along Cravar, Thus in ample form from the Records of Mr, 
Bedloe, rave we the true Hittory of this poor Gentlemans untimely Fate. 

But now after this Barbarous manner of Trappanning him, and then Killing him 
ſtone dead, one would imagine we were come to the laſt Att of the Tragedy. Bur 
truly no; there's as bad or worſe behind ſtill, For the kind Mr. Prace upon his fur- 
ther diſcovery, has more Bloody Scenes of it to come yet. Upon his Oath before 
the King and Council, and afterwards confirmed before the Houſe of Lords he ſays, 
Inn. that Hill, Green, and Gerald, after a Week or Fortnights dogging Sir Edmond-bury

Lot to the Bench, Green who followed kim whipt about his Neck a large twiſted Handker- 
chief, and th:rewpon they all aſſiſted, and drag ged him into a Corner, and twiſted bis Neck. 
till they broke it, one of them Thumping him onthe Breaſt to make ſur: work on't ; and all 
this withour one Syllable of a Piſtol or Pillow, or any Queſtions ask't him, or the ſeaft 
diſpare abour ſending tor Depoſitions, Papers or any thing like ir. 

Here we may obſerve how ſtrangely the Devil helps his Servants: Hill Grcenand 
Gerald, had dogg, d Sir Edmond-bury Godfrey tothe Watergate at Sommerſer- hoſe, where 
neither of them ſtirring from him, ro give notice of their coming, only H:{ juſt leav- 
ing them ro ſtep into the Watergate, and out again,with the Story of that ſham quar- 
rel: yer Berry Prance and the Iriſhman, are ſitting on the Bench by the Stables, and 
artending their coming, having the Knowledge no doubt from ſome Infernal Intelli- 
gence, not only thar Hil Green and Gerald, were at that time following Sir Edmond 
from St. Cl-ments, and that Sir Edmond would take the Watergate in his Walk, bur 
alſo chat upon the Story of a Qu1arrel within the Queens Pallace, Sir Edmond would 
Officiouſly thruſt himſelf where he had nothing to do, and all to part a Fray,only with 
the Face of a Juſtice of Peace, at Nine a Clock in a Winters Night, and that upon that 
very ſpot of ground wirhin ſight of a Centry, who had Ten times more Authority and 
Power to do it then he. 

But to proceed with the Villany of theſe Popiſh Aſſaſſinates, that very Night he 
was convey'd out from Sommerſet-hoaſe, Mr. Lephaire courts My. Bedlce with 2000.1, 
to be one with himſelf, My. Walſh my Lord Bellafis Gentleman and Mr. Atkins, My. Pep- 
pys Clerk, te h:{p convey Him ont, and the next minute Mr. Bedloe i ſhowed the oy of Sif Lords Jours: 
Edmond, and the aforeſa:d Perſons all there, and all ready a:d agyeed to ds it, but Mr. jurac 13.N. 8 | 
Bedloe diſliking the [mployment, leaves them by an excuſe, and the next day is chid for not 
keeping bis laſt Nights promiſe of returning and aſſiſting them. 

But Mr. Praxce does got finiſh here but finds new matter, and new Nights work 
ſtill; for he does nor only all along leave the Body in the Cuſtedy of his own Crew of 
Murderers Greev, Berry, Hill &c. but after many a Removal of it upſtairs and down- 
ſtairs, from Room to Room, toſt as I may ſay from Pillar to Poſt, the aforeſaid Green, 
Berry, Hill, with Kelly, Gerald, himſelf, and one 1riſhman more, were the very nume- 
ol Perſons that carried him to [rimroſe-Hi.l.

and the Appurtenances thereunto belonging, only toreconcile all doubts, that theſe 
n ſeeming Extremes, or What clic you pleaſe ro call them, may not grate the Gentle 
Ns Reader, ler him but inquire farther, and hee'l ſoon learn, that by that time thoſe three 
m Murderers, Green Berry and Hill were apprehended, and Tryed for the Fact, all Diffi- 
re culries were removed; and all Differences adjuſted ; whilſt like Eaſt and Weſt as(rhey 
's, ſay) difter but ina poinr, or like Virtue placed berween two Vices, the Golden Mean 
was at laſt found our, and the aforeſaid three Blood thirſters, received the condign re- 
- ward of ſo outragious a Crime. And | heartily wiſh, that all the yer undiſcovered Aid- 
_ ers, Abettors, or Aftors in that Murder had theiras juſt, or more juſt Reward, 
nd Fiat Lax. 
be But to return to our Plot Hiſtory, and the Condutt of thoſe Eternal Blunderers the 
1m Teſuits, one moſt remarkable Obſervation is, that in all thoſe Numerous Letters and 
om Pacquets ſeen and read by Dr. Oats, delivered at YValladolid,St. Omers &c. or elſewhere 
be beyond Sea or received from thence, tho they contain'd no leſs then the whole ſumm 
aid of all cheir Conſults in England or elſewhere,and all the ſeveral Propoſals and Methods 
bole for U_ Maſlacres, Afſaſſinations, and all the reſt of their Villanies whatſoe- 
ame ver; The Jeſuits inallcheir poliricks, were = ſtupid inconſiderate Fools, as to Ven- 
ure 
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ture the bringing and carrying of all thoſe dangerous Papers from, and ro all parts 
whatever,with the contents(excepting one or two inLatinor Spaniſh) in plain down- 

right Engliſh words at length, only now and then intermixing ſuch an inconſiderable 
Cypher, as 48 for the King, 66 for Londen, or Barly-broth for the Parliament: infomuch 
that the moit dangerous Lerrer Mr, Oats ever broke open, without the leait trouble of 
a Key, or the oppoſition of Figuresor CharaQers he read Ex tempore. Nay Mr. Dug- 
dale in the 5 J*iuis Tryal p. 25, &26. intercepted noleſs then a 100 Letrers, exprelly 
upon Oath directed to other Men, allcomaining Treaſon in them for Killing the King, 
and IntroJucing ot Popery, and all too in plain Engliyſb without any Cypher at all; and 
thoſe Letters more and above too ſent by the Commen poſt. Beſides honeſt Bedloe's the 
greateſt Plot Meſienger of them all, (wears he never carried one Letter or Pacquer, 
thar he did not break open and read. 

And now mcthinks 1n ſo ſubtle and hazardous an Enterprize, never were ſuch egre- 
gious Overſights commirred by Men of the Jeſuirs Brains, as to venture ſuch notorious 
Treaſons ſo nakedly dreſt, to all Accidents that might occur ; when Coleman, who had 
not one Syllable either of Killing the King, Firing of London, Mallacres in England, 
Scotland, and Ireland ; fago Pilgrims, French Armies; Popiſh Ruffians, Black Bills, Piltols, 
Fonyards or Poyſons, not only writ but received all his Papers in Cyphers, nay a great 
many of them too from thoſe very Jeſuits beyond Sea, whoſe hand-writing with a 190 
times more dangcrous contents in it, Oats, Bedlee, and Dwugdale dayly ſawand read, 
without the leaſt veil of Cypher Charater or Diſguiſe whatever: when the intercep- 
ting of bur one of all thoſe innumerable Pacquers, by any Proteſtant hand, had cer+ 
tainly deſtroy'd the whole Fabrick of the Plot,and laid both the Papiſts and their Cauie 
in unavoidable Ruin. Good Heavens, that a Cabal of ſuch prodigious Underrakers, 
ſhould molt of them be Men of ſuch Infinite Learning, and yer to lo lictle purpole.

| have one piece of Conduct more in theſe Everlaſting Noddies the Jeſuits, and thar 
too likewiſe in the caſe of Coleman, which certainly is one of the Idleſt Whims of Poli- 
cy, that ever Stupidity in the Name of Non-ſence could have contriv'd. We find this 
Machiavel Coleman, in the greateſt part of all his Papers correſponding and treating 
with the Forreign Jeſuits, and all the greateſt Plotte-s abroad all about Proroguing and 
Difſolving of Parliaments, ſometimes puſhing on che project of a Toleration, and o=, 
therwhiles laboring for their Proroguations upon their every leaſt motion in disfavor 
of the Roman Catholicks.

leſly day after day at the ridiculous trouble of fo inconfiderabl» an Under-Plort,as poor- 
ly pi ng at the filly Sefſions or motions of a Parliament, when upon murdring the 
King, and Subjecting the whole Nation by the Sword, not only the Parhament had 
been Diſſolved, nay and a Members Brains poſſibly as eafily knockt our as a Flow-jot- 
bers; but more than all this, upon the Papal Empires entring by Conquelt, tl;cy mighe 
have put anend to the very Cenftitution and Being of Parliaments. 

Why all that Coft and Labor then, and fo much waſt Paper in Figures and Chara- 

ers, and ready Money too for Parliament bribing, and all rodo juſt nor bing, if arthe 
ſame moment they had ſo much a vaſter Machine at work to accompliſh even their ut- 
moſt Wiſhes without it. Well tit as whimſical as all theſe Aﬀairs appear, as1rold vou 
all along, the Jelvits were Inſatuared, and through the whole Labyrinth of this Con- 
iracy, no Man can better ſolve the Phznomena's he meets, then by ſaving in ſhore 
they all hang rogether by Geometry. 
Now after all theſe Fantaſtick, and almoſt incredible Procecdings of the Jeſuirs 
through their whole Plor, ſome People perhaps may objeCt and fay, that fuch under- 
lings as Bedlow, Dagdale, Oats &c. whole chiet buſineſs was but running of Errands, and 
themſelves but a tort of Goers between to the other greater Plotters, might p« flibly 
be not fully entruſted with che whole Plot, and rherefore by picking up of bur ſcraps 
and hearſays of it, that might probably be the Occaſion of many Srumbles Contradi- 
tions and Miſtakes in their Diſcovery.

Nay for a farther Confirmation of their great truſt, they 
had Acceſs ro Perſons even of the highe!t Degree. Mr. Oat: fi; inftance, had that pri- 
viledge inthe Pallaces of Princes, rhar he peep't through ar leſt chree Key-holes,in as 
many ſeveral Doors to ſee the Duke at Mais in a corner of his Cloſer, Bur little Mr. 
Bedlee had the greateſt Honor imagimable viz. to be by when the Queen was ſnubbed 
for not conſenting to the Kings Murder. 1 marry was he, and ail chis Honor too was 
done to Bedloe a fellow proved at rhe Five Jeſuits Tryal, ro have been a Priſoncr in the 
Marſhalſea in May 78. and ſo poor, as to Live on the Backer; tho by the bye, the Jeſuirs 
were a little fooliſh here too as well as inthe reſt of their Aﬀairs, to ler a Perſon ſo long P75. 
privy to their Deſigns, that Conſequently had their Lives at his Mercy, ly in a Goal, 
and in ſo much Neceflity as to be next door to ſtarving z conſidering too they had beer, 
ſuch kind Maſters to him, that at Pickerings Tryal, Bedloe's Junior ſwears he had re- 
ceived 50 or 3 ſcore pounds a time from them ; and not many Months after, he had no 
teſs than the prefer of 4000.1 from them ar one clap bur for one job of Work: How- 
ever (as we have before proved) if no greatneſs of Quality was too high Company for 
theſe Diſcoverers, and no ſecret concealed from them, there cannot he the leaſt ſhadow 
for any ſuch objection, and all their reſpective Teſtimony muſt be given in their full and 

knowledg of the whole Intrigue. 

Nay that was unlikely the Dr. ſhould erre through any of his Aſſidavirs, through 
that vulgar frailty Forgerfulneſs, we have him a Perſon of that prodigious Memory, 
that through his whole Examination before Sir Edwmond-bury Godfrey in LXXX1 Para-

In this manner,the Dr.goes vn with Biſhops and Abbots to the number of about 30, 
without forgetting one ſingle Name or the Latitude of their Juriſdictions ; with a fur- 
ther account, by whom the leſſer Dignities of the Church were to be managed &c.And 
all this ad wngacm> from only the ſight of the Copy of a Bull ſhowed him by Blundel. 

Bur laſtly, to draw towards a Concluſion,for his laſt Entertainmenct,l ſhall give my 
Reader the moſt profound piece of the whole Diabolical Plot. 

The Dr. you muſt underſtand, and his Epiſtles to the Reader in his Narrative te!ls 
you as much, made the Diſcovery of the Plot to His Majeſty on the 13th of Auguſt 78.

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Auguſt. Beſides Conyers and ON too were wot engaged in the Kings Murder till now ;

Beſides we have the Dr. atevery turn,at his old ſport of reading of Letters,Packets 
Memorials &c. one time a Catalogue of the Popes d:ſpoſal of all the Dignities of the Church 
ſeen Auzuſt 30. on the 2d of September a Pacquet diretted ro John Grove from the Fathers 
at Edinburgh to tell rhe Fathers here, that they bad 8000 Catholicks ready to riſe, when the 
buſineſs grew hot to joyn with the d ſaffeRted Scots. Theſe Plot Papers cum multis aliis roo 
tedious here torecite did the Dr. peruſe, and went hand in hand till with the reſt of his 
Brother Florters. 

In all theſe many Conſults and Matters tranſaCted ſince the 13th. of Auguſt, we 
find firſt this wonderful ill fortune, that the Jeſuirs ſhould meer, conſult, &c. with as

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State of England, and that in Queen Mares Days, then berween Bedlows and Prances way of Mur- 
thering Sir Edmond, or the two moſt Oppoſite Things in Nature, Alas ! ſhe lived in an Age when 
the Majority of her Parliament were Papiſts, & the very Reſtoration of the Pope came in by Law ; 
and when her Smithfield Bonfires blazed ſhe had a Decretwweſt Lege for Heretic Combarendis, and 
waved her Bloody Enſigns under the Standard of an Act of Paliament : but had her Fire and Faggot 
Stacue been as down the Wind, and as little in force as now, I queſtion if ſhe, and all her bloody 
Councellors, her Bonner, Gardiner, and the reſt of them, durſt have Ventured to Ser their Smith- 
field a Smoaking, unleſs they had a mind to have had her Pallace have Smoaked afterit. Neither 
do we ever read, in all her Popiſh Bigottry, that ſhe and her Zealous Fhilip with all their Spaniſh 
and Engliſh Power together, and in all their kindneſs for Rowe, durſt venture ſo much as to reſtore 
the Pope but his Abby Lands again, or ſer up any thing, that but looke like Arbitrary Governmenr. 
And why,if we had a Popiſh Succeſſor in our Age, he ſhould dare do ten times more then She, and 
yet without the zoth part of her Power to effect it, I profeſslam to learn. "Tis true the Popiſh 
Character gives you a great many dreadful Features of that devouring Monſter Popery, and as 
l remember, it goes ſo far as to bring a __ Succeſſor toa downright Nebuchadneziar at laſt, with 
his fiery furnaces no leſs then 7 times hotter t mary ;but there as ill Luck would have it, it breakes 
off abruptly, and never gives the Reader Account, how and where a Popiſh Succeſſor ſhall find thoſe 
hardy Britains, that like Nebachadnezz.ars Captains will burn t es to throw Us into the fire; 
and without that Latter part the Story's imperfect. For the Introduction of Arbitrary Power, 
Popery, and Smithficld Piles in this Age, isan Attempt will be ſo hor in the Fingers, thatir will 
peer be handled without Mortal Danger to the Undertakers. When the Phaeton Spiric ſets a driv- 
ing, Phactons Fate muſt follow; and an Engliizſb Monarch that takes that way of ſteering would 
quickly ro his own ſad Coſt find himſelf a King nor of Men bur of Devils. For if the Shadow and 
. Chimera of Arbitrary Power, and Popery, canraiſe ſo troublefoma Fermenr in the Stiffneckr Peo- 
ple of England,the Subſtance of it will do worſe: and Rewe that now has been Ages a falling (let the 
Feſuires flarrer themſelves, as thev pleaſe, or the Dr. for ther ) will never be rebuilr in a Trice. 

Bur ſuppoſe a Popiſh Succeſſor either could, or would be the very greateſt Monſter that Dreams 
or Fears would paint him,yet The very CC Whiggiſh Parcy, the Dr. him- 
felf has over and again cleared his Royal the Poſſibility of being that Creathre. For 
in his Nar. par. XXIV. after the receipt of a Lecter from the Dnos of St. Omers, which gave the En- 

liſh Fathers Inſtrution; to feel bow rhe Duke ſtood affefted to their deſign a foot, we have no leſs then 
Thomas Whitebread, John Keins, Bazil » Richard Fetres, John Fenwick, Father Ire 
land, Father Harcourt, Father Blondel, Farber Matthew Wright, FatherJenniſon, and Father 
Simmons all Sabſcribing rhis anſwer : Viz that tho they had found the Duke a good Catholick, yet

78. ) upon his being informed that Coleman had 
highly Impeached the Duke of Tork by Letters; comeing voluntarily to clear his Royal 
Highneſs, and giving fix ſeveral Reaſons to prove he thought the Duke was wholly Inno< 
cent. The Firſt of theſe Reaſons was, that the Plotters had got a trick to counterfeit his 
and her Royal Highneiſes Hand and Seal, &c. Now if the Dotters Teſtimony be their in- 
fallible Confirmation for all the Villany of the whole: Popiſtr Plot , why nor likewiſe of the

- But that neither Prejudice. nor Ignorance ſhould flyiin my Face, and think this Treatiſe 
deſigned for the ftifling of Truch, and leflening the Popiſt Guilt, 1 will give them yet a far- 
ther Confetlion of my Faith. 1 believe that ſuch a hatt-witred Zealot, or ſo oyer-believing a 
Wretch 
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W:ereh as Pickerin; might have that confidence in the Popes Key, that for the Aſſurance of 
Paradice, and 30000, Maſſes he might be hired to Piſtol the King.

Commons, as he he»could have been at the Old-Bayly. And though 1 moſt heartily abhor the 
Iriſh and Parifan Maſſacres, and the Helliſh Gan- Powder. Flet, or anv other of the Pop iſh Vil- 
lanies whatever ; yct I declare if any Man ſhould ſwear that Guide Faxx, or Father Garnet had 
had an Inviſible Army of 29000, Soldiers landed at Barn- Elms, and a French Navy Riding in 
Chelſ ey-Reach: | vow from the bottom of my Soul, I ſhuuld nor beheve him. And 1 am (© 
far tom thinking that any reaſonable Creature ought ro pin his Faith only upon Oaths for 
kis Credentials, or that all Accuſations muſt be true , becaue thev are alleiged againſt 
Rogues and Villains, that on the contrary Fle lay little T:/«s a Wager, that tis poſſible ro 
draw up a Narrative (if he'll be bur fo kind to iwear to it) againſt a Jude, nay the Devil 
hin{clf, that ſhall nor have one ſyRable of Truth in it. &4'as! ris my opinion, the greateſt 
Monſters of Men may be belyed, and he is equally guilty of Perjury chat (wears falfly againſt 
a Barrabas as againit a Feſws, 

Bur now ever ſince the firſt Diſcovery of al{ theſe Helliſh Confpiracies, and all the hideous 
and bloody Matters in Agitation by the Papiſts, one thing is ſtrangely Remarkable, none are 
fo vehement againſt Popery and Plots, and fo loud againſt Arhitrary Government as the 
Difſenters. In my Cpinion the Epiſcopal Parry were no doubr in as great danger from the 
Paj'iſts as the Non-conſormifts. Their principles are as” oppoſite to the Romanilts, and 1 
am ſure their Preachers, as Biſhop of Loncoln, Pierce, Stillins fleet, Tillotſon, &c. have done the 
Popiſh Religion more miſchicf than a thouſand Baexters or Owens; for which they and their 
Diſciples ought in all Reaſon to expect as fatal, and as univerſal a ſtroke from the Popiſh 
Swords as the Ditfenters ; and yer methinks there muſt be ſomething more than ordinary ir 
the Wind, that the Diſſeaters of all the Nation, ave the greateſt and almoſt only Dreaders 
of that unexpreſſible Inundation of Popery that was juſt pouring down upon us, with all 
thoſe Torrents of Treaſons, Fires, Maſſacres, and Rebellions, &c. fo exrraordinary apprehen- 
fire of it, till they make cach Part and Title fworn on that Theme abſolute an Article 
of their Creed, that their Faith is ſtronger than' an Eſtriges ſtomach, and can digeſt even In- 
conſiſtence, Romance, and Contradition. Nay they'll puſts ic farther itill, and arraign even 
Majeſty it ſelf, and with all the moſt virulent Exchimations , make the Pro oparions and 
Diftolutions of Parliaments a palpable encouragement of the Con'piracy , whilſt the reſtleſs 
Ma'i.e of the Jeſuits is (they rell you) at this very day as active, and the Flot no doubt 
as vigorouſly carrying on as ever. 

Now wheiher all theſe terrible Apprehenſions againſt Popery be unfeigned, and from the 
bottom of their Hearts is the thing to be Examined : for Experiment f which, fince no hu- 
ware Power can faddom Thoughts, we can have no plainer Proofs or Signs of their Faith 
then by their Works; an Initance of which I ſhall give you in ſome few Particulars, 

Mr. Oats Swears, that Londew and Southwark were Fired by the Papiſis, Nar. par. XXXIV. 
and Irclands Tryal p. 32. and Nar. par. 71. he gives us a full Relation how himſelf, and the

Yer notwithſtanding all this, 1 would gladly know how many Rich Presbyrerians ſince the 
Flot, in whatever part of London di , have ſold their Eftartes in Houtes to the unbeliev- 
ing Tories, or refuſed to lay our their Money for a Common Marker price, even in thoſe 
very Eſtates, that arc every day incident to ſo much Ruin, and continually expoſed to the 
Malice of ſuch fatal and reſtleſs Enemies. Nay what is yer more ftrange, fince the late En- 
{urance Office has been vp, how comes it about in a City, that has above 10000 Houſes in 
the Diſſenters poſicfſion, there is not 3000 Houſes enſured of all Parties ; conſidering roo 
that but the laying out of one five Shillings per annum, iecures no Is th:n a 100 pounds. 
Lrrd that the Brethren ſhould have ſuch Expanſive Faith in Fizgs and Sheeps Far Fireballs, 
and ſe ſuch frequent and terrible Examples of them; yer ſhould neverth+tets be ſo ſtrangely 
negligent, ip ſo critical a JunCture, as not to expend fo little a Trifle cho for ſo imporrant 


and fo vaſt a Security. Belides if Popery were ſo near upon us, and the Fope had fo m_ 
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hands at Work, and all reſolved to make Reprizals of his loſt Ground in England, 1 wonder 
how it comes ab-ur, that the price of Abbey Lands is fallen no lower. 

In another parr of the Doctors Narrative, we have no leſs then 20000 F;ghring Papiſts in 
or about Lundon all ready to riſe m 24 hours, (par. LX,) and thoſe 20000 like yg lades 
in Buckroon run up afterwards by Willem Bedlows to 40000 (Lords Journal 12 Nov. 78) and 
all to cur the Proteſtants Throats.
